We arrived in this foreign country and we have been alone for 
five minutes at the airport before Kerim and Ziya arrived to 
pick us up and gave us a welcome like we had known each 
others since a while. They guided us through Istanbul with 
every means of transport that exist in Istanbul, ship, bus, 
minibus, ttinel and some other metro like train I don’t remem¬ 
ber the name. Ail of us have never been in a bigger city than 
Berlin and Istanbul is five time bigger than Berlin, so it was 
like WOW when we arrived... then we went to studio for 
some rehearsal and for meeting the other Ofisbovz with 
Iliyas, Murat and Can and two guys from the studio. It was a 
real pleasure to meet every one of them, cuz everybody gave 
us a such warm welcome.

Truth We Defend made the beginning and played a real good 
hardcore show and the audience really liked what they did. 
They played short hardcore, straight in your mouth with 1 am 
not sure but I think has been with English and Turkish texts. 
Real good band and you should check em out. After Truth we 
Defend we claimed stage and started our Set. and:God damn 
the Turks know how. to party. From up on stage l saw people 
dancing till the end of the room and it was not a small room, 
also not huge like the Ilagia Sophia but I guess all 100 people 
who been there made some good ass shaking ana more 
during our show. We played one cover song from the Misfits 
with tne guitar player of Ofisboyz cuz he wanted to sing Last 
Caress.

Yaprak wished us to play, and like we are gentlemen and can 
not say no to such a beautiful lady, we played that song with 
her.

When concert was over we hang out for some time in the bar 
and then went back to the big place we have been before and 
continued with drinking and dancing and singing. It was 
some hell of a party and we wished that it would never end... 
but it is like with every things in life... at a certain moment 
always comes the time to end! so we driove home with a taxi 
and believe me playing NEED FOR SPEED is nothing com¬ 
pared to drive with a taxi in Istanbul, left, right, middle, horn, 
right, horn, swearing and all that fast, that I was quite happy 
sitting in the middle of 2 very nice girls;) 

Arrived at home we once again got a taste of this amazing 
hospitaltity, cuz the Ziya’s mom where we have been sleep¬ 
ing, startet to cook for us. She was so nice, that it is not to de¬ 
scribe with words, all the meals she made for us, so amazing. 
Started with breakfast and ended with some real great stuff 
called rnanti in the middle of the night.... but what was some 
funny stuff, was the imam who starts singing or praying or 
shouting or whatever you call it at 5 o’clock in the night and 
I was like.... hey ho what’s this, cuz I thought he was in our 
rooorn , it was tnat loud :Y) 

On Sunday we had football match and we played against the 
Turks but I don’t want to lose too much words about that 
right now ;) only one thing: in Germany we will beat you! :} 
ahah we had so much fun this weekend and we went* down 
there to meet some friends and to play a concert, and we 
came back and made brothers and rocked hell. Our future 
plans will be making a split with our Turkish kardcslar 
(-means bro in turkisn) ana in December they will come to 
visit Germany and we’re gonna make a tour to show 
EUROPE thatthese guys don’t have to hide with their sound. 
Greeting to every Turkish- kardes we met down there: Feel 
hugged "and kissed, we will keep you in our mind and in our 
hearts.

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A trip to sunny Varna [streetpunk/Oi! weekend] 





We arrived in Varna somewhere around noon, Thursday, a day 
before the festival began. Martin, our host, waited for us at the 
airport even if we went there by car, just to make us feel like 
celebrities. We spent our first day in Varna sightseeing and en¬ 
joying the bulgarian authorities' tolerance towards public 
drinking in the same time. In a few words: we got wasted. On 
the streets, on the beach, in the park. 


The second day, people started to gather around and we met a 
lot of friends from Varna and Sofia in the park. Lots of skins 
and punks, lots of booze, mentha, mastika and of course lots of 
beer. At 7 P.M., the hour announced for the start of the show, 
we all moved in front of the Aria 51 club, some of us entered 
the concert, others continued the activities they had started ear¬ 
lier, in front of the bar. 


In the first night there were around 150-200 people and the atmosphere was wonderful. All the bands proved yet again that 
Eastern Europe has bollocks when it comes to Oi! and streetpunk, by singing really well.

[hardcore punk from Varna] and Counterbuff [streetpunk from Dobrich], two really cool bands. After the bands finished sing¬ 
ing we enjoyed a psychobilly party with Pavel of the Slapmusic. We had one hell of a time, the romanian gang really put on a 
show with drunken dances from horrorflicks. 


The day after, the whole gang went to the beach trying to heal our hangovers, which, of course, we succeeded, with a few tens 
of liters of beer. Around 7 o'clock, we went back to the club for the second night of the festival was about to begin. As it was 
a Saturday night, there were more people and the show was great. Bands like Bitov Terror [punk/hc - Sofia], Remont [drunk 
street punk], Under Siege or Class Hatred had a great performance, people danced and pogoed.

1. Many times during the 12 years history of the band, 
you were the only original member left, due to constant 
line-up changes. Can this be considered as facts that 
Battle Scarred is in reality your band alone or do the 
other members have a say too? 

Yeah. But our drummer Pitch went away for 2 years (2004- 
2005) And were replaced by Jocke. 

But besides for that two years both Pitch and myself are 
infact original members. But I see your point. And i think 
you are right about one thing... Battle scarred is OUR band. 
NOT my band. But yeah, i have the final say in everything! 
As i write most of the songs 

I have certain rules about how a BS song should sound like, 
and how itA's written. So the lads sometimes get tired of me 
and my "One lane" thinking... But Battle scarred is Battle 
scarred. And I dont want to chance the original style too 
much. 

2. Then how little will the new album differ from the 
previous records? 
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Hmm... I think if we look back on our previous records the first 
one and the seccond are pretty alike, besides the seccond is a 
bit more melodic. The third was eaven more melodic if you 
ask me, but it was still the same "three chord" basic songs. And 
i think this new one are eaven more melodic... Just hope it's 
not too much! 

3. Are you getting too old then? :)) 

Hahaha.. Maby not TOO old. But yeah. We're getting older. 
But i guess it has a lot to do with what you listen to. Since I've 
been sold on Guitar gangsters and Vanilla Muffins. I think it's 
quite normal that our songs are getting a little bit more me¬ 
lodic. I don't see it as a bad thing. And I really hope our listen¬ 
ers agree with me... 

4. If the music itself may vary from a record to another, 
how about the lyrical themes and the band’s views all 
through your biography? 

Yeah. When you put it like that it makes me think... And I 
think it has changed a bit. But i think that just like the music. 
It's the same base, just that we have maby a wider prospective 
on things today than, let's say 10 years ago. We're not just get¬ 
ting older. But also wiser. 

5. Then what well thought-out lines from the upcoming 
album didn’t suit the record company? 

Hehehe.. Nothing out of the usual (For us that is) Something 
about Beckham being a girlie, and quite a few lines about beat¬ 
ing people up and eaven castrate childabusers with baseball 
bats. Stuff we've always written about before without prob¬ 
lem. I don't wanna change the very soul of Battle scarred by 
re-writing our songs to fit anyone. Especially the police and 
government... Sure i can see companies don't wanna get in 
trouble. But I think you hear much worse things than that on 
todays radio... 

7. Would you advocate people who take the law in their 
own hands in certain cases then? 

I would do whatever i could to see them walk free. The law 
canA't protect children or rapist victims. So why the hell 
shouldnA't the ordinary people step in? The whole lawsystem 
is a fucking joke! You get sentenced for defending yourself in 
a fistfight or a breakin. But in a case like childabuse the scum 
tend to walk free as the children can't be trusted and shit like 
that! Capital punishment now! 

8. So by dealing with responsible topics like the on^ 













above should one follow that Battle Scarred is more than 
an “oi, music, football and beer” kind of band? 

Hmm.. Yeah. We try not to be. But things that piss you off 
tend to rub off on your songwriting aswell as the really good 
stuff. I'd like to stick with oi! oi! music, fbotball & beer. But 
it’s hard to always see good things in a bad, bad world... 

8. Would you then say that mottos like “oi is about having 

a laugh and having a say” definitely stand at the very base 
of (apolitical) skinhead subculture with no necessarily 
party commitment? * 

Definitely! At least that is my oppinion.You have your 
chance right there on the stage or on the cd to tell people 
exacly what is on your mind. I think that is the reason why 
most people are in the business. Because they have some¬ 
thing to say. Wheather its where you stand in the question of 
environment. Or if you just want to tell people how you feel 
sitting down and have a beer with your closest friends. 

9. I don’t suppose the song "I won’t run" has anything to 
do with the fact your club Gefle IF hasn’t won anything, 
except two gold medals in Olympic games, both in run¬ 
ning events? :P 

Hey! Watch your fucking mouth! !iYou can say what you 
want about me. But DO NOT TALK CRAP ABOUT 
GEFLE!!! The truth is that that we haven't won anything. 
Our biggest pride in this century is last year whenwetfeached 
the final in the Swedish cup, but lost. 

But anyway... "I won't run’’ is really about one night our 
drummer Pitch was on his way home from the pub. Etc... 
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Yeah, you've heard the lyrics. He kicked the shit out of the 
gang.But the day after when he woke up he had to go to the 
Jlpspital because his nose looked like a ball and his right hand 
looked like....

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The USB trip to the tulips and windmills country 

I had been wanting to visit the Netherlands for a lot of time and in May, this year, me and Cezar finally had a good opportunity, 
as the Amsterdam Melkweg was the host of the wonderful cultural event called Rebellion Fest. This was also a chance for us 
to return the visit to our friends, the Pekel City punks and skins and Arthur and Monieke in Rotterdam. 

We took off from the Otopeni airport in Bucharest on a Wednesday afternoon and at midnight we got to Schiphol where we 
were waited by a generous part of the Scum of Pekel City [big cheers to all of you!] that took us to Oude Pekela by car. Three 
days, around 200 beers, lots of great spicy food, a bottle of Jenever and a few of other traditional spirits after our arrival, on the 
19th of May, to be more precise, we left for Amsterdam, for the first day of the festival. Changed a few trains and, by the time 
we got to Amersfoort, we already started bumping into other punks and skins that were headed for Rebellion. In the Central 
Station we met Art and Mo and went to Melkweg, not before doin' a bit of shopping [beer! beer! beer!]. Once we got in, what 
hit us was really really awfull news: no Chelsea gig - huge bummer for me and almost 5 euros for a glass of beer - huge bummer 
for the both of us. For me it has always been a mistery how everything else in western countries can have the same price as 
here, if not smaller, but when it comes to beer, they're whole different planets. Aaanyway... as we weren't interested in all the 
bands that played during the day, we went outside and spent quality time drinking Heineken, eating sushi, sunbathing [lovely 
weather, by the way!] and catching up with Art and Mo. 

Somewhere around 4 P.M., I went inside for our romanian friends' 

Molotov Cocktail gig. Later on, it was Anti-Nowhere League that I 
had been dicing to see. Any reviews of such a gig are pointless. I'll 
just confine at saying it was one hell of a show, but it kept getting 
better and better, even though I had to chose between Criminal Class 
and UK Subs, as both bands were playing at the very same time in 
different rooms: not a very easy decision. I eventually picked the 
latter and I didn't feel a damn bit sorry, they rocked and still rock 
around 100-200 gigs a year, with all the good stuff, in spite of 
Charlie's age. After UK Subs, we attended what we didn't know at 
the time would be one of Section 5's last concerts. Great music, 
wonderfully played, accompanied by a friendly atmosphere with 
people on stage and singalongs. We didn't really realise how the 
time flies when you're having fun, we stayed for the Exploited gig - 
well, I didn't, as I'm not such a big Exploited fan, then hurried back 
to the Central Station to catch a train to Rotterdam, as we had no place to sleep in Amsterdam. 

The second day, Sunday, we came back to Melkweg in a big rush to catch the Unit Lost concert, as especially Cezar was hold¬ 
ing his breath for it ever since we found out thet we would attend Rebellion Fest. Unfortunatelly, there was no Unit Lost gig 
and the day began with Sidekick Bob at the Old Hall and Middle Finger Salute at the Max. We left for a little while, roaming 
the center of Amsterdam to find a decent place to stay for the night and, as it turned out, the night after that as well, because we 
loved Amsterdam too much to leave it so soon. When we went back, the first concert we saw and impressed us in a very pleas¬ 
ant way was that of a band we had never listened to before: Fire Exit. Good songs, good sound, great instrument playing. 

The next attractions of the evening were the 
Hardskin and Deadline gigs. Besides playing 
good music, Hardskin are also funny guys, 
we laughed our asses off hearing jokes like 
"Raise your beers in the aiiiiir!" [all beers up] 
"Eeww, no, we don't drink beer, we're a sXe 
band!" or "Subhumans are next, sit at at least 
10 meters away from the stage: they are crust- 
ies, and they smell." Then we danced and 
took pictures at the Deadline concert, when 
more and more punks and skins gathered 
around the stage. Liz even called a girl from 
the audience on the stage and everybody had 
lots of fun. 

As the Ballantines commercials say... what 
happened next, can't really be described, we 
took our seats very close to the stage and 
Cezar started carrying glasses of icy cold beer 
to last for the whole Business concert. I have 
no words to explain how the Business gig felt. 
Don't get me wrong, all the bands' songs are 
great, but they played a lot of what are called 
"major hits" and a new song that wasn't release at the time. Highlights: Southgate, Suburban Rebels, Harry May, Hardcore 
Hooligan, Smash the Discos [and with this occasion I'd like to add that I found the presence of those disco lights in the Old 
Hall exactly when they were playing this song both strange and really funny], Loud Proud and Punk... ok, ok, ALL of them. 

I did miss England 5 Germany 1, Coventry, No Emotions and Fear in Your Heart. 
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It's been a great live experience, also thanks to Mickey that manages to have a very good contact with the audience and make 
everybody feel really good. 

Unfortunatelly, after this memorable gig, we had to take off as the place was closing. I would have really appreciated a few 
more rounds of beers to make the chatting for hours about how great The Business were, but as we were just the two of us, sit¬ 
ting in a crowded pub for a few hours on a Sunday night would have been a bit awkward, so we went to the hostel and had a 
few quick beers in the lobby, totally mesmerized. 

All in all, the only thing in the whole festival Im not quite sure what to make of is the public. I've heard bands that have been 
to Romania saying that they played in front of the best crowd they've ever seen. At first, I thought they were just trying to be 
nice, but after Rebellion I think they probably had a point. People here are much more enthusiastic, but I think that goes with 
the territory of being in a country where you don't get anywhere close to the number of concerts in, say, Netherlands, not to 
mention England. The fact that the public is "mature" is a plus, though, people don't get so enthusiastic as to turn the pogo into 
a fight. 


After another day and a half of sightseeing [I'd 
be a hypocrite if I said I wouldn't have liked to 
check out some of that Van Gogh stuff, for in¬ 
stance, but mostly it was something like 
"Look, a pub! There's an Irish Pub! A pair of 
Dr. Marten's! A Lord of The Rings shop! et- 
caetera" - besides, I wouldn't have want to tor¬ 
ment Cezar with too much artsy stuff] we went 
back to Oude Pekela to - yep, 


you got it - drink some more beer. We'd like to thank all our friends from DestrOi! and all the great people we met during our 
visit for making it so much fun for us, also, people over at Amstel, for doing that fine and cheap beer of theirs - when can we 
expect you in Romania? 

On Sunday, we left for Rotterdam to visit Art and Mo [thanks for everything and we're waiting for you in Bucharest!] again. 
That night, we went downtown by bike, to the Waterfront club where a garage rock band played, then we enjoyed a rockabilly 
night. Even though we woke up on Monday with a terrible hangover, we took a trip to Dordrecht, the oldest city in the Nether¬ 
lands that's said to be haunted [boooooooooooo!!]. 

On Tuesday, really early in the morning, we said our good byes and took the train to Schiphol, hoping to go back as soon as pos¬ 
sible.

1) You were a singer for another band before. When 
Deadline was formed, you were already a mother and the 
band had a very fast ascension. Was performing in a band 
a long time dream of yours you were determined to 
pursue no matter how much work it would have taken? 

Yeah I sang, or shouted, in a punk band in Gravesend where 
I lived back in the early 90's. We called ourselves UXB and 
played about 5 gigs, so it was a very small affair. It was fun 
and I met alot of really nice people but I never set out with the 
intention of "being in a band" it just sort of happened. Herve 
was playing in Gundog, which was in it’s last throes of ex- 
istance, and he wanted to do something new and fresh and I 
said I’d sang in a band before, and the rest, as they say, is his¬ 
tory. 



As for the bands fast ascension, thats all down to Herve's 
hard work. He used all the contacts he'd made over the years 
collecting records, going to gigs etc. and really pushed us in 
the right direction. He sold his collectabe vinyl to finance the 
1st album too so the band is really his baby. 

2) Can you tell me a bit about how you first got into punk 
and how it felt for you? Did you ever feel that it would be 
difficult for a girl to "hang around with the punks" :)? 

I was 16/17, had left school, and was hanging out with a guy 
who introduced me to some of the more extreme political 
punk stuff, Crass, Conflict that sort of thing. I thought it was 
cool and started getting stuff myself and it just went from 
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there really, we had a pub in our town, it's closed now, where 
we all hung out and drank and they put on shows sometimes. 
There was a good mixture of boys and girls so I was always 
one of the gang. It was the first group I felt I was really part 
of. I bleached my hair, spiked it up, shaved mohicans and 
generally had a good time. Even when my son was bom. My 
best friend at the time was a punk and she had a daughter so 
we watched daytime TV together and moaned about how 
little money we had, but I always managed to scrape to¬ 
gether a fiver for 2 pints of cider down the pub on a Saturday 
night. Oh happy days :) 

3) Would you say that the punk scene right now is a lot 
different from what you knew back then? Do you think 
your son will grow up to be punk too? :) 

My circumstances are different now so I see things from a 
different point of view. Back then we'd go to a gig, take 
some speed, get dmnk and crash at someones house but I 
don't do that anymore so for ME it's different. And I see the 
other side of the music scene, the backstage side if you like. 

I now know the people I used to see up on stage so I have a 
different perspective. I think the scene in general is as 
(un)healthy as it's ever been. Theres always a gig going on 
somewhere and alot of kids are getting into it. The internet 
has changed things alot. You can listen to any band without 
having to leave your house. In my day, if you wanted to hear 
a band you went to their show and bought their record if you 
liked them. Now it's all downloads, which has been good for 
us cos we've reached people all over the world who we oth¬ 
erwise wouldn't have been able to reach. 

As for my boy? I think he's a lost cause. He's into hip hop, R 
n B, stuff that his peers at school are into. He does love Mad¬ 
ness though so maybe there's hope lol 

4) What do you think changed your perspective more: 
being in a band or having a family? In other words, how 
do you think having a family changes the life of someone 
involved in the punk or skin subculture? 

Don't get me wrong, I'm still into all things I was into back 
then, apart from the drugs. I’ve just toned down my inage 
alot. I couldn't be doing the job I do with a pink mohican, 
and I need a job to pay for my boy so he comes before a hair¬ 
cut. I don't think outward appearance defines a person. 

The band has definitly changed my perspective. It's bloody 
hard work! 

Back then I would never have got married, I saw it as an in¬ 
stitution to oppress women, now look at me :) happily mar¬ 
ried with a mortgage, a kid and herb plants in the kitchen lol. 
I used to be anti this and anti that, but you can't live your life 
being against everything. I hated being on the dole and 
scrounging so I worked hard and here I am. Theres no point 
moaning all the time just get on and do what you want. 
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5) Speaking of believes one has in life and because you also 
write lyrics for Deadline songs, what's your opinion on 
politics’ influence on punk music? 

Mainstream politics really don't interest me. If it did I’d go to a 
party conference not a gig. The word "punk” IS a political state¬ 
ment in my view. If you class yourself as a punk it means you 
don’t "do" mainstream politics, punks tend to go for direct 
action rather than voting. DIY rather than big corporations. If 
you really believe strongly in something then go out and do 
something about it, or write a song about it to let everyone 
know how you feel. 

Some of our songs have a political influence, "Blood on your 
hands” is about the so called war on terror and "Take a good 
look” is about the destruction of the planet. I don’t want to ram 
politics down people's throats though, I'll leave that to the poli¬ 
ticians. 

6) Some of the Deadline songs deal with political stuff, 
some of them deal with relationships or social stuff, the 
themes are really varied. Do you think Deadline has a gen¬ 
eral message to send to the audience, lyrically speaking, 
and if so, what would it be, in your opinion? 

I like to leave that up to the listener. If a song fits in with your 
life I don't wanna tell you it's about something else. I don't have 
a particular message other than don't drop litter! 

7) Speaking of listeners, what's your relationship with 
them? Do you guys hang around after the gigs with those 
who attend to them, while on tour, have fun with them or 
stuff like that? :) 

Sometimes I'll stay out for a drink but when I'm on tour I have 
to look after my voice. If it a one off gig then hell yeah I'm out 
there. 

8) You have some boy fans in Romania :P, so tell me, have 
you ever thought you are perceived as some sort of a diva, 
a female version of the stereotypical rockstar with a lot of 
fans? :D 

Believe it or not I'm quite shy so I don't see myself as being a 
"rock star". Remember I'm Zac's mum first and foremost so that 
keeps me well rooted. If I try and throw a diva strop on tour the 
boys soon put me back in my place. I do have alot of fans (well 
on myspace anyway) which is really nice. I have been on every- 
ones profile and checked everyone out. Unfortunately I don't 
have the time to talk to everyone but I do try and reply to mes¬ 
sages. 

9) Speaking of fans. I'm sure H. has plenty too. Did you 
ever get pissed off at all the attention he must be getting 
from girls? :)) 

Fuck yeah! I'll kill anyone who lays a finger on him lol 

10) You’ve shared the stage with a lot of bands, is there a 
band you really admire and would like to sing with, from 
the ones you didn't have concerts with already? 

Well I'd love to support Blondie or Pink! but I don't think thats 
gonna happen. Bad Religion or Social Distortion would be 
cool. The Offspring? I dunno 
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11) Speaking of Pink and The Offspring, that are really 
successfull within the mainstream, when a punk band 
starts being successfull and being produced by a larger 
record company, tour a lot and so on, some people tend 
to think it doesn't go by the punk ethics anymore or, as 
Crass used to sing: "Punk is dead". What's your opinion 
about this? 

Well I wouldn't say that Pink was ever really punk but I like 
alot of her stuff so I listen to it. I have to admit I listen to a 
song more for the tune than the lyrics, but I like well written 
tunes and if it's Pink doing it rather than Crass well, I know 
what I wanna listen to. I don't think being on a major record 
label makes much of a difference look at Rancid they started 
out small, worked hard and made a name for themselves, 
BUT they have good tunes that alot of people want to listen 
to. We tour as much as we can, we write our own songs, take 
care of all the merch, do our own website and myspace page 
and we work hard so I think we are as DIY punk as the next 
band.

I think we have. We don't play your typical 3 chord '77 punk 
or oi. We have alot of influences in our music. Punk, hard¬ 
core, rock (I love Guns and Roses), pop, folk, there's metal 
guitar leads in there, we take a bit of everything and bring it 
together to make our sound. Each album has developed as 
we've developed as a band. The 1 st cd has a more Oi and ska 
feel through to the last album where the pop and hardcore is 
more prominent.

Well I’m trying to keep the band a bit more separate emotion¬ 
ally, see it more like an enjoyable job, but it's still hard when 
band members leave. Lee's just left to do other things and he 
was a bit like a brother so thats a bit hard, but I'm just seeing 
like a work collegue left so it's not so bad. 

16) Yep, it's too bad Lee left the band :( It must be hard 
finding someone to replace him. By the way, how is your 
search for a new guitar player going? 

Not bad. We have a friend playing with us in August and if he's 
good enough and if he wants to we'll ask him to play full time. 
We're still keeping our options open though. We're gonna meet 
with a lad tonight so we'll see how that goes. We've had lots of 
interest but we can't audition everyone. 
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17) Well you’ve told me about your life, band, job and family. And fi¬ 
nally: do you have a special secret for managing to take care of every¬ 
thing? :) Do you have an advice for the girls out there that wanna sing 
in a punk-rock band? 

No special secret, I just try to take everything in my stride. Everything just 
seems to fall into place. I guess I’m a lucky person :-) 

As for advice, just be yourself, work hard but make sure you're enjoying 
yourself! No point getting stressed over Punk Rock.

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1. Is Slovakia a proper country for skinhead culture to 
develop and on what place can someone place Cenzura 
in the oi! story from your country? 


Neupi: I think, that in Slovakia has started skinhead culture 
in the end of last century. Many before punx have started to 
cropp their hair and worn skinhead wears. In hew millenium 
some skinhead's bands have started. But now, there are only 
a few true skinhead's bands, because, now modem is to be 
psychobilly or rockabilly. So some people have began to 
convert to this kind of subculture. But I think in Slovakia 
and also in Czech Republic, there are many good bands. 
Where may I place Cenzura in our country? Hmm, it’s hard 
question, we've made an effort to be true non-politic Oi 
punk band. But here are still some morons who mainly take 
care about gossips. Ok, we play music for all together: skins 
and punks. We’ve strongly supported unity. Sometimes, 
man have to laugh, because when people could remember 
some bands, which also supported unity in the past and now, 
they don't have problem to said: ”We have never supported 
unity between skins and punks, fuck off skins!” So, for us, 
they are just the cowards! 

Pista: Every country is the right place for skinhead's culture, 
if there are proper people. In Slovakia, we meet with 



different opinions on our band, there are so many rumours 
about us. I don't care about opinions of other people, but I don't 
like when somebody criticises others without knowing ’em. 
But, I think, Cenzura has stable place in Oi subculture in Slo¬ 
vakia. 

2. Wouldnt like to favor whatever back-talk about your 
band in your country, but once you mentioned it, I'm sure 
the readers are curious about the trademarks of both skins 
and punks over there that managed to divide your scene? 

Neupi: Yeah, it is strange thing. I think it has begun since last 
two years and I see it like a trendy thing. I think, in beginnig of 
milleniu it was modem to be non-politically influenced and it 
started again with politics. The truth is, that there are some 
skins which like only fighting and not the music, so some punx 
don't like this kind of "violence gigs" and I think it is true, be¬ 
cause people should come to gigs because of music and meet 
their friends and not to fight. But also some punx are problem, 
because some of them also don't come to gig because of music, 
but because of be drunk and then, they just lie in front of club 
and begging. But I have to say, the main scene are full of right 
people> true punx and skins. Many people support bands, 
manage gigs, make zines and so on. And I think they are 
people who do something for scene and they are the scene! 
Pista: Maybe this dividing has been caused by people who 
form their opinion according to what he listens from others, 
but it could be true and also it could be false. Mainly, this is the 
main area for gossips and with each next turn (one man say to 
another and he to another), it is more and more wrong. 

3. Has any of these troubles determined people to take a 
stand by.. I don't know, forming unity crews, for example, 
or all that everyone does is moaning? 

Neupi: no, as I mentioned before, there are many good people, 
who know whaf s going on. As I said, many guys manage gigs, 
some of them have labels (e.g. our guitarist has Brutal Re¬ 
cords: www.brutalrecords.wz.cz, many good labels are in 
Czech Republic, such like Rabiat Records: 
www.rabiatrecords.cz), there are some good fanzines, many 
good bands and so on. Also here are some crews, but they are 
not so significant. I think, everywhere in world, are good 
people and cowards. 

Pista: Well, I don't know where you could complain!? We talk 
about it in pubs with friends, people used to argue on some 
web guestbooks and they try hard to effect other people think¬ 
ing, same like in some zines. I think, everybody should hold 
his own thinking, don't be influenced and when somebody is 
not sure with something, he should ask related person and 
don't keep the thinking according to what he has listened from 
others. 

Yes, some crews have been founded, but I don't think, that it is 
a solution for those kind of problems. I think, it is enough, if 
we respect each other in the scene and consider, that we are in 
"same ship". 

4. So how about Cenzura gigs then, how many people usu¬ 
ally show up in Slovakia etc? 

Neupi: we used to have about 12-20 gigs per year, sometimes 
more. It depends on our personal situation, half of us are in 
work and half in school, so sometimes it is hard to find a time. 
In Slovakia, there are many differents between gigs. For ex¬ 
ample in Bratislava, people are picky, because, there are many 
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gigs and so on. Yes, and also many people here in Bratislava 
have prejudice against some bands, as I mentioned earlier. But 
everywhere in Slovakia could be a good gig, everytime it de¬ 
pends on people. 

Pista: We have used to play cca 1 gig per month in Slovakia 
and in Czech Republic, but of course, we would like to play 
also in other countries. We like to play gigs and enjoy meeting 
new people. Usually, there are lot of fan on every gig, we have 
met new people, possibly we have a chance to meet old 
friends. I think, people try to visit gigs, but it depends on where 
the gig is, because some towns are replete by gigs and people 
there are lazy, instead of places, where the gig is not so usual 
thing, people think highly and participation is bigger. 

5. So are there obvious differences between big city and 
country punx? 



Pista: It's possible to say, that there are some differences, but it 
depends on people. If they want to enjoy gig, they will, if they 
don’t want, they don't. It doen’t matter from how big city they 
are... 

Neupi: But the truth is, that people from smaller cities are more 
happy when they have the gig in their town, because there are 
not so many gigs there, so they enjoy every gig. But also in 
Bratislava, it has started to be better and better, the problem is 
that the scene is sometimes divided, because there are some 
bands who don't like other bands and simply, sometimes, there 
is not good cooperation between bands...But, as I mentioned 
above, it has started to be better and better. 

6. Name some of your songs on which the crowd goes the 
wildest :P 


from first album, like Cenzura, Prima den (Good Day). 
From the second album, it is probably the song Rebel bez 
priciny (Rebel Without A Cause). 

Neupi: yes, I think Pista said it right, I just add one funny 
thing about this issue - we've used to play song called Rudi 
(Reds) and it is the song about people who have used to 
wear Che-Guevara or Stalin on their T-Shirt and they don't 
know, what does communism mean. So, we have used to 
play this song and sometimes people with this T-Shirt used 
to enjoy that song, but it is because they don't know what's 
going on...:-) So, we have started to introduce this song... 

7. Are you usually a funny band when it comes to lyrics 
then? 


pista: Positively, the most valuable song for crowd is Kolotoc 
(Whirligig), it's the song from the first album Dajte mi pokoj! 
(Let me be!) and this song also has appeared in V/A Czech & 
Slovak Street Kids II., so it has been very known song for 
many people, and sometimes they don't know anything else 
from Cenzura... Usually people have requested older songs 


Neupi: no way! From the last album Rebel bez priciny 
(Rebel Without A Cause) we have only one funny lyrics 
song: Grof Drakula (Count Drakula), which deals simply 
with Nosferatu...:-). But another song, as I have mentioned 
before (e.g. Rudi) are songs which have some kind of mes¬ 
sages. Many songs have been written not so openly, but 
lyrics are more metaphorical. Our songs are mainly about 
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problems which we have used to have every day in our life. 
Pista: No, we have predominantly lyrics about "something”, 
which have sense. Not all of them are about serious themes, 
but they are more about our life, about the scene and people 
around us. 

8. So how’s life in Slovakia then, I bet there are rivers of 
milk and honey since you joined EU? :)) 

Neupi: heh, What can I say?! Slovakia is a small country 
and we enjoy life here, but I think everywhere you could have 
"honey and milk" if you want. It's up to everybody, if man 
want, he could! Probably everybody like his own country... 
Pista: Life is here like everywhere else, so first the work, then 
fun... Whole day we have used to work and in the evening, we 
meet our friends in pub, where we could let off steam, chin - 
wag and have fun... Since we have joined EU, nothing impor¬ 
tant have changed in my life, the beer and friends are the 
same as I have had before:) 

9. How about football? 


mainly NS... But also nowdays Slovan and also other teams 
from Bratislava, don't play so well. Also our national team - 
sometimes plays okay, sometimes bad. But mainly I watch all 
of their matches in TV. I have never been hooligan and I don’t 
want to be! 

10. So you’re just sitting behind your tv set screaming at 
players thinking they can actually hear you? j/k 

Pista: If I tell the truth, I can’t remember when I last time saw 
the match in TV. I don't have time for it. I'm still out of my 
home, when is the broadcast match live. Mostly in that time, 
I'm in a pub, where the football matches haven't been broad¬ 
cast lived. And it doesn't hinder myself. 

Neupi: I used to watch football with our accordionist (Zelo), 
who is the fan of Slovan Bratislava (sometimes, he goes to the 
stadium), but we used to watch in the pub. But, yes sometimes, 
I watch football in TV. But as I mentioned earlier, it's bad situ¬ 
ation for football in Slovakia. The best year was 2005 when 
Artmedia Bratislava (another team from Bratislava) played in 
the Champion League, and also national team sometimes plays 
fine.

The number of ultras groups in Romania has increased in 
the last couple of years, a lot of towns besides Bucharest, like 
Ploiesti, Timisoara, Craiova, Cluj or Arad started supporting 
their local teams instead of one of the teams from Bucharest, as 
they used to, in many cases. Some of'em do a good job in sup¬ 
porting their team and creating a great atmosphere, and some 
are ultras just by name. Although the aforementioned towns 
have more and more supporters, the violence in football has 
decreased a lot in the last 10 years. 

Most of the hardcore fans that still do a lot of damage are 
those of the top 3 teams from Bucharest: Dinamo, Steaua and 
but there are also ultras from other parts of the country 


before derby matches. Conclusion: Bunch of shit-heads. No 
one likes us! we don’t care! 

A big problem appeared once the chairman of the Ro¬ 
manian Football League, Dumitru Dragomir, stated that he 
would put forward a law to prevent and stop violence in 
sport. Everybody acclaimed his initiative so he proposed 
the bill, but nobody knew exactly what it consisted of.

The ultras around the country started protesting against the 
law but it wasn’t enough. 

So a couple of ultras of the Bucharest most arch rivals 
Dinamo and Steaua started fighting on the legal side to pre¬ 
vent this law from being approved in the Parliament. TTiey 
formed a petition and started gathering signatures. Many 
helped out and the petition went all around the country to the 
ultras of all the teams around the country but also to people 
that weren’t ultras but didn’t agree with the law. Many were 
confronted by the question “why should I sign this? I think it’s 
a good idea” or “Are you one of those hooligans they show on 
TV?” but patience and a lot of time taken to make the people 
understand what it is all about helped gather thousands of sig¬ 
natures. The petition failed because of the short amount of 
time to gather signatures but the guys didn’t gave up and they 
organised a protest in Bucharest where everybody in the coun¬ 
try who didn’t approve with the law could participate. 



On September 8th, the ultras from all over the country 
gathered to support their cause. This was the second event that 
united all the Romanian ultras, while two years ago they pro¬ 
tested against the Romanian authorities for not acting in re¬ 
leasing Dinamo supporters abusively detained in Bulgaria 
after an UEFA match. The media didn’t say much about the 
coming protest, some gave titles like “Hooligan Gathering”, 
“Arrest them all now!”, or news like “Ultras will protest 
against the law against violence in sport", although it had 
been explained more than once that this protest is only against 
the points written earlier and a law is needed but not at any 
cost and in any form. 

A big boost in this problem occured one day before the 
protest, when the Press Monitoring Agency opposed the law 
in a communique. Until this, nobody cared or wanted to care, 
but this announcement couldn’t be ignored by the media. 

The paper stated from the start that the Press Monitoring 
Agency salutes the idea of this law but protests against some 
of its points that attack fundamental human rights guaranteed 



by the Romanian Constitution. They find the law abusive and 
limiting the freedom of speech through out more paragraphs. 
Also not being able to protest against the club officials or gen- 
darms could lead to great abuses of the fans. 

The march of protest was a success. Almost 1500 ultras 
and regular supporters came from all over the country with 
their group flags colouring the centre of Bucharest for more

Kill The Pimps 



As I was thinking with deep sorrow I'd never hear new work from The Blood for as long as I live, I ran into Kill The Pimps, a 
song they released this spring, on the 25th of March, to be more precise, because the date has a deeper meaning: it's the day 
that Amnesty International commemorated the 200th anniversary of the abolition of slavery and started a campaign that intends 
to draw the public attention to a modem form of slavery: human trafficking. The Blood's song comes to support this initiative. 
With a whole different sound and approach of music, I think this song will manage to touch more people than if it would have 
been the classical style of the band. The lyncs are of the "strong essences that come in small jars" variety: short and concise in¬ 
volving all the horrors of living as a victim of the human trafficking. Pretty shocking as well... 

Samurai Lullaby 


Samurai Lullaby is the second work The Blood released this year and, just like with Kill The Pimps, it was released on a signifi¬ 
cant date, the 11th of September. Samurai Lullaby is a dvd containing the homonymous song which is the band's first acoustic 
work ever, where the music is accompanied by footage taken tom live transmissions during the 9/11 tragedy. The guitar, the 
voice and the images work together to send a critical message about the way that fundamentalist beliefs - "it does not matter if 
these belie f systems are... Christian ... islamic ...or jedi", as The Cardinal puts it - can create disasters. The lyrics are subtle, the 
music really melodic but the chorus strikes harder and harder at the end of the song. Samurai Lullaby come to confirm that the 
band has moved into a whole new stage of it carreer and the songs have a whole different purpose now.

We sing about the mentality & pride as well as the landscapes. 
There are different themes depending on the song. "Vaino- 
laista vastaan" is about the Finns in wars in the course of time, 
like from the early days of killing russians to hakkapeliitat 
killing catholics to the WWII killing russians, again hah 
hah..in another words: that.s about history, nothing more. 
"Kalevalan Maa" is for the glory of the homeland. "Kotiseutu" 
is a trad, like song, and it..s about the glory of the central Fin¬ 
land, where I live. t 
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9. So what exactly made you leave the metal scene? 

-I haven..t been that active in any "scenes" since the mid 90..S 
..cos I got bored with metal: it became too wimpy, no unity, 
just some unorginal shit for silk dicks. There was no "punk" in 
metal anymore.

Now my 
dream would come true, if I just can find more members, who 
are personally on the same level. 

10. So, even though KV is not Oi!, do you agree Oi! out¬ 
does metal? :P 

-It depends is it good? There are a few good bands in both 
scenes. I..m a bit more into listening to punk & Oi! than metal, 
especially the older bands. Talking about scenes is actually a 
bit boring, since every "scene" has a one good band out of ten. 

11. So to what musical direction does KV go from now on, 
more punk or more metal influenced? 

-The consept is still the same: mixing Oi!, vikingarock and 
some other (also some metal, old rock..n..roll and ska) ele¬ 
ments. Of course we..re more punk than metal and the DIY at¬ 
titude is very important. We can do everything we want and 
still sound like Kalevalan Viikingit. It..s like our listeners: 
headbangers/metalheads, skinheads, boneheads, rockers and 
even some ska fans. 


12. What do you mean boneheads? 


-I mean that there have been some positive comments from 
some boneheads, but I don..t know ..em personally. I can live 
with that. Most of the "fans" aren..t boneheads for sure. Like I 
said, there are different listeners. I..m not into into this nazi- 
thing nor communist shit either;) 

13. Alright, mate, good luck with it and keep me updated 
with your releases. 


-Thanx mate. It was a pleasure to answer to your questions. By 
the time you read this, we should have a new line-up and 
we..re gonna record a new Cd Ep titled "Hakkapeliitta". Mean¬ 
while, everybody, check out our debut Cd Ep "Scandinavian 
Vikings (Kalmarin Unioni II)" -available from us at:

Headwords are friendship, loyality, honesty, respect these 
occur to me.

11. The inlay card of your split vinyl with Ultimo Assalto 
features the lyrics in three languages, German, English 
and Spanish.

12. Correct me if I’m wrong, but did you make only one 
cover, by Warzone more exactly? 

We have several songs of other bands played mean while. On 
our first CD we play a song from the "Troopers" with 
"Gewait" and one old punk ribbon from the GDR (L ’ Atten¬ 
tat). Later, we still have played songs from the "Broilers" (on 
our Split CD "Goodfellas never split”), "Ramones” (with a 
German text) and from a German singer. We always enjoy it 
to interpret strange songs in our own way. 

13. Then one’s gotta learn German to read your bio and 
fully get what Volxsturm is all about :P But maybe you 
can sum up all that in a closing message to the non- 
german readers of the magazine, Thanx for the inter¬ 
view! 

Any last words? 1 know what shall not 1 write! Keep the fire 
alive in your hearts. Get active in the scene and organize con¬ 
certs, play music or write into fanzines and don..t forget your 
roots...

Automatica Aggregazione - Sabazia Street Punk

When it comes to a streetpunk scene as strong as the italian one, with names like Klasse 
Kriminale, Nabat or Los Fastidios [in their early days], you can even talk about a distinct 
genre. That being said, don't, for a second believe that this is "just another italian street- 
punk band". This DIY debut release of Automatica Aggregazione contains nine openly 
anti-racist fast and furious tracks about punk and skin pride, the hardships of working 
class lifestyle, unity and friendship with all lyrics in italian, that include a cover of Oi! 
band Allergia's Contro Di Voi. Here's an album that it's truly to my taste. They may be 
from Roma but they also have a scarcely perceptible scent of the Oi! and streetpunk 
made in Spanish language countries that they owe especially to Puccio's strong voice. 
Sabazia Street Punk starts with an intro, ends like a Tsunami and has an energetic run¬ 
ning during which the change of tracks is not adviceable because they are all worth lis¬ 
tening to. For football fanatics, there are two powerfull songs about italian ultraseria. My 
personal favourites: Figli dell'Oi and Ultras Life.

Beerzone - 10 Years of Chaos demo CD

This six tracks CD is a demo of the forthcoming album of Scotish punks Beerzone. 
Some of you may find Beerzone actually rebelling and singing about social and even 
political, in a wide acceptation of the term, instead of being all funny like they used 
to - inconceivable. Well, there you go. Even though the album title reffers to the cel¬ 
ebration of a decade of Beerzone, the great times the guys in the band had together 
touring and recording and so on and so forth, the songs express the band's discontent 
with the current state of the nation and some of them are even openly against the gov¬ 
ernment. Depressed is about the individual feelings of frustration towards one's life. 
None of them are about being hopeless, though. They all are "calling to arms". The 
highlight is Stand Up And Fight, by far the best song [I'm looking forward to listen¬ 
ing to the whole album]. OK, maybe along with the homonymous one, the only thing 
that reminds me of the "old Beerzone" so far, lyricwise, cause musically speaking, 
they're the same kickass band. 

Bora To Lose - Old Scars

Born To Lose are a seven years old texan punk meets rock'n'roll band and this is 
their fourth release. We've got the entire Our World EP, a generous part of the first 
album Dreams Die Fast, non-released rarities, pieces from The Sweet Misery album 
released in 2006, also at PLY, but also some new songs - which all sum up to this 17 
tracks CD. Firstly, I really don't understand why someone would describe them as 
anything that has the word "pop" in it, as I read on the cover. They kick ass and singer 
Chris Klinck even has a hardcore-ish voice. As far as I can tell, here's a band that 
stayed true to the original style, considering that this is a compilation of a little some¬ 
thing of everything they ever did and you can't really find any changes in the ap¬ 
proach, nor has the sound chiseled. Lyricwise, they're inspired by everyday life so 
basically anyone can relate. For fans of stuff like Dropkick Murphys or Roger Mirret 
and The Disasters to listen with their mates, down the pub or over at someone's 
house, lots of beer is reccomended. My favourites are The Devil's Concubine and 
McAlister's Hymn. CD also contains the video for Sweet Misery. 

Broilers - Vanitas

We're looking at the latest album of the heterogeneous mix of punk-rock, Oi!, ska 
and other good stuff called Broilers, a band that, as the guys of PLY said, on the 
cover, appeals to "all underground subcultures from punks to rockabillys, from skin¬ 
heads to skate kids". The CD has 19 tracks that can be best described as "beautiful". 
Starts out with a latino feeling on Preludio: Vanitas, then Sammy's voice blows you 
away with Zuruck Zum Beton. On Meine Sache, the piano does it all and it strongly 
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contrasts with Held In Unserer Mitte, a ska influenced song with a good vibration. 
The homonymous song is next and it has a jerky iiiytm until the chorus comes on 
really strong and evens it. Three of my favourite songs are Ruby Light & Dark, 
Alles, Was Ich Tat and Werdet DjrFoigen, which also make up the climax of the re¬ 
cording. Hearing Weisst Du Es Sehon made that the second part of the 

album was really melanchoiical, but Sicherheit cbitradict^ me immediately. Vani- 
tas ends aphoteotically with Halt Den Sommerfes% a rea^y impressive song, show¬ 
ing they maybe thought of saving the flfet fojja st. It's the only song that actually re¬ 
minds me of the likes of Ich Bin Bei Dir or Ich s&h kein Licht. Unlike a lot of other 
cases of bands, I think this album Is actually a sign, of musical maturity for Broilers. 
A bit more toned down compared to he rest of Broilers stuff, it sounds really care¬ 
fully composed and played and you can tell a bf of work has been put into this. I 
love Chris's piano more than ever. Also; Saui^ys vocals never sounded so dra¬ 
matic, but don't get that the negative way. 

Disturbance - Shades Of Fear

This isn't something that one would normally do when reviewing an album, but let 
me get this off my chest: I absolutely adore the Shades Of Fear cover - in case you 
don't see what it's all about in the picture near this text, it depicts a typicall dutch 
house with a merry family on the doorsteps while somewhere in the background an 
area of a city is being bombed. OK, done. This is Disturbance's second album and 
it was released by the french label Dirty Punk Records. If you're into shinny happy 
singing about beer, tides and football, go away now, because the meaning of that 
drawing on the cover [yea, I know I said I'd sheesh about that cover] is what Distur¬ 
bance is all about. If you're into punk protest music, it just might be the thing for 
you. As for myself, I think I'd rather hear 'em live, I don't find it the kind of music 
to listen at home while surfin the net, but in a club full of smoke, around other punks 
just as pissed as you. The first song on the album, Message From The Underground, 
is some kind of a statement, I liked Won't Change Me and Don't Back Down, be¬ 
cause they carry a more positive message.

The Grit - Shall We Dine?

Shall We Dine? is the third release of english psychobillys The Grit and it consists of 
14 tracks plus a hidden one. But the band is not all psychobilly, it has a strong ska- 
punk influence on most of the songs and even a very typicall two tone guitar every 
now and then, which has its ups and down as far as I'm concerned: ska influences 
make music really colourfull and diverse; on the other hand, I think that psychobilly 
is what The Grit are good at! I think you'll feel the same way if you listen to The 
Ones, Fear and Consumption or I Came Out The Womb An Angry Cunt [a song that 
reminds me of Pitbullfarm a lot]. I guess it depends on how you use those ska influ¬ 
ences: It sounds nice on Love Thy Neighbour or Stuck in Streatham [with a first 
wave-ish ska start] I don't like it on stuff like Misery, Mayday or Mr. Minto - it's too 
"nice" for guys like The Grit. The last song on the album, Whoever You Are, starts in 
a tricky, Johnny Cash-esque way but strikes right at the middle with a noisy mix of of 
all the styles that are on the album. Good one. 

The Generators - Welcome To The End

The album I got my hands on is actually the re-release of the first songs ever recorded 
by The Generators and it came out this year in order to celebrate 10 years of The Gen¬ 
erators. It contains 11 songs plus two rare bonus tracks [Ninety Nine and Won't Last 
Forever] and an unreleased track - No Feelings. Nice to listen to this typicall ameri- 
can punk and rock'n'roll band's first songs, after 10 years of music and so many 
albums, along with the evolution that goes with the territory. Like taking out old pic¬ 
tures out of a drawer full of memories. My favourites: Suspect and City of Angels. 


Kalevalan Viikingit - Scandinavian Vikings

I would have loved them even more if they 
had gotten out of the streetpunk a bit because the lack of other obvious influences 
makes the songs resemble each other very much, but I'm sure they're young and 
they have their whole carreer ahead of them to experience all they want, the founda¬ 
tion is definitely good and this CD is definetely worth giving it a shot. 

VolXsturm - Lichter Meiner Stadt

To be quite frank, I didn't even know about VolXsturm's existence since I listened 
to this album, released in 2006, and shame on me, but I'm sure they need no intro¬ 
duction! The only thing that stands between my beautiful friendship with this band's 
music is my total lack of acquaintance with Geiraam Lichter Meiner Stadt contains 
12 great songs that go through punk. Oil and ska. It starts really powerful 1 with 
Moin, Moin Ihr Schmuddelkinder, continues with my favourite song So Sind Sie, 
that I listened to over and over again for days, then comes the homonymous song 
that I think is already a hit. I can't say there's a song on this album I don't like, but 
other favourites are Hallo Du, Punk Rock Show - probably the most positive piece 
of the record and The Real Chosen Few - you just can' t refrain from dancing, the ska 
is delicious. Aaaaaaand, it's a dig! pack with a 20 pages booklet with all the lyrics, 
aaaand it contains a four live videos bonus: Tanz!, Skinheads Are Back, Eure Kinder 
and Biertrinken. Damn, the only thing I don't like about this album is that it ends at 
some point.

This 18 tracks CD in digi pack is a compilation of - as the cover says - *18 finest 
football anthems” from ”18 ska bands around the world”. And when they say 
"around the world”, they really mean it: there are bands from England, The Nether¬ 
lands or France, but also Japan, RussTa or Argentina. From the godfather of ska, 
Laurel Aitkcn and Bad Manners, going through the likes of Bluekilla, Ska-J or Dr. 
Ring Ding till bands that are really new to me like Los CaJzones from Argentina [a 
nice discovery for me], Amphetameanies [Scotland] - the name is priceless and the 
music isn't bad either or The Chancers from the Czech Republic. Bands of all na¬ 
tionalities, ska of all sorts, classical anthems or brand new songs. I loved - as I said 
before - Mala Vida of the Los Calzones, the song that opens the compilation. Go 
For The Skadium of the japanese band Doberman and the energetical ska-core of 
Spitfire [with Fuzzball Junkie]. The positivity and cheerfull rhytms of ska and the 
excitement of football brought together, now how about that? Includes 12 pages 
booklet with all the lyrics. 

Whiskey Rebels - Create or Die

Create or Die was first released by GMM in 2004, which makes this edition a re- 
rclcasc by People Like You Records. It's the second full-lenght album of the band 
that formed six years ago in Sacramento and is influenced by the likes of Agnostic 
Front, Oxymoron, Anli-Heros or the Ducky Boys. The first few minutes while 
Crossroads lasted, I could have sworn I was headed for an hour or so of pure hard- 
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core, which was pretty surprising since I heard hardcore was only a part of their music. 
The aggressivity tones down along with the next tracks, among which I would men¬ 
tion To Be Poor Is a Crime, but comes back strongly on Carry On, just to start fading 
slowly as soon as the next track started. These "sudden turn of events" are a positive 
part, I think, because otherwise, the songs resemble each other pretty much. The afore¬ 
mentioned song and the fact that they remind me of Roger Mirret and the Disasters a 
lot are the main pluses that make it worth listening for me.

This compilation was issued in 2006 by Dirty Punk Records and it contains tunes from 
bands they produced or co produced along the way, a mix of great french bands like 
Toxic Waste, Dipsomanie or Neophyte and punk classics like UK Subs, The Virus, 
Lower Class Brats, Total Chaos, Defiance, Red Flag 77, Reazione or the indisputable 
french punk icon Wunderbach [if you didn't listen to them yet don't waste any more 
time], as well as Swedish bands like Voice of a Generation, Down and Away or the 
amazing streetpunk/Oi! actThe Drive Ins that, unfortunatelly, are currently disbanded. 
As I suppose I don't have to mention the must-haves that need no introduction, my fa¬ 
vourites are Controle Mental by Toxic Waste and the aforementioned Drive Ins with 
Exploding Teenage Emotions. Good, consistent collection with well chosen tracks.

Deadline - More To It - More To It [Than Meets The Eye] is the Deadline debut 
album, re-released in a digi pack this year, enhanced with four rare bonus track [three 
of them are delicious On File, The Business and The Specials covers] and remastered 
by Tim Turan. The liner notes consist of Herve's personal stories about the early years 
of the band. 

The Business - Keep The Faith - No Comment. Definitely a must have for anyone 
that knows what classic british streetpunk music is all about, not to mention Business 
fans. It's the newest edition of the 1994 album Keep The Faith, that contains, among 
others, Viva Bobby Moore, [You're] Going Down in History and Should've Known 
Better. This one is totally remastered and it comes fully packed with three bonus 
tracks [the rare Anywhere But Here EP], it's a digipack with the original artwork and 
it also features a 12 pages booklet with all the lyrics and infos about the touring of the 
band at the time. 

The Business - The Truth The Whole Truth And Nothing But The Truth - My fa¬ 
vourite The Business album, released in 1997 and produced by Lars Friedrickson, in¬ 
cludes the likes of Blood Ties, Justice Not Politics, Informer or Hardcore Hooligan, to 
name just a few. Remastered by Tim Turan, it was re-edited this year into one of those 
beautiful shinny digi packs we love so much. With a 12 pages booklet full of lyrics 
and other goodies, of course. 

The Lurkers - Fulham Fallout - The 2007 re-release of the first LP [1978 - also en¬ 
tered the UK Top 50 that year] of legendary punk band The Lurkers, includes songs 
like Ain't Got A Clue, Total War, Shadow, plus no less then 12 bonus tracks like 
Freak Show, the single version of Shadow or Mass Media Believer as well as four 
non-released demos. Comes with a 12 pages booklet with all the lyrics and a bit o' 
history by Mark Brennan. 

The Dickies - Dawn Of The Dickies - This album of this controversial punk band 
was first released in 1979 by A&M Records. In 2007 it became a digi pack CD con¬ 
taining 10 tracks and two bonuses [Gigantor and Bowling With Bedrock Barney]. It 
has been remastered and given a 12 pages booklet with the lyrics to each song, artwork 
and infos to help contextualizing the album's release. 
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The Dickies - Second Coming - Yet another new edition of one of The Dickies 
albums by Captain Oi!, this time Second Coming, first issued By Enigma Records in 
the early '80's, enhanced with bonus tracks like Killer Clowns and the single version 
of Booby Trap. The 12 pages booklet contains the lyrics to each song on the album, 
original artwork and notes by Andy Camie. Besides these two releases, for The 
Dickies fans out there, there's also available the new edition of the Incredible 
Shrinking Dickies. W * 5 9 ¥ 

D.O.A. - Punk Rock Singles 1978-99 -1 found each and every one of the T that 
contribute to this compilation in the first real vinyl collection I've ever seen in my 
whole life [trust me, there weren't a lot of 'em] and it was a memorable moment for 
me. Now, I don't really think that vinyl collectors would think this 26 tracks CD is 
the same shit, but it's definitely worth trying. In fact, it's not only for them, but also 
for the hardcore D.O.A. fans and actually for everyone that knows how to appreciate 
the real legends of punk. A really big plus is that Joey Shithead makes notes on 
every release and the booklet also contains picture of the covers. 

Channel 3 - I've Got A Gun/After The Lights Go Out - This 27 tracks CD com¬ 
prises the first two Channel 3 albums plus five rare bonus tracks: Manzanar, Manne¬ 
quin, Indian Summer, I Wanna Know Why and How Come?. Another priceless ad¬ 
dition for Channel 3 fans and collectors are the sleeve notes: a very personal and in- 
depth history of the band written by singer Mike Magrannand other notes by Alex 
Ogg. The 20 pages booklet also includes, of course, the lyrics to all of the songs and 
a full discography.

Pe Ciege 1-am cunoscut asta primavara cand am fost la tatuat in gasca si i-am umplut studionl pentru o zi intreaga. Mi-a placut 
ca~l preocupa fiecare model, fiecare persoana in parte si fiecare detaliu al muncii. Pe scurt, ca e perfectionist. Ceea ce, sa recu- 
noastem, cand e vorba de o chestie pe carc-o porti pe tine toata viata, e crucial. Iar treaba asta am observat-o intr-o zi in care 
a tatuat patru oameni la rand. Un pic frustrant totusi sa ti se demonteze toate miturile in legatura cu ce inseamna un tatuaj 
rnisto. Acum ca I-am laudat destul si sperand ca asta imi va aduce un tatuaj cadou, sa trecem mai dcparte. 

Surprinzator pentru mine, am intalnit un 
numar semnificativ de oameni care regreta 
unul sau mai multc din tatuajele pe care le 
au. Si nu, nu e vorba numai dc cine stie ce 
tatuaje in locuri mai mult sau mai putin 
intime care au facut imposibil purtatul cine 
stie carei rochite decoltate la vreun cocktail 
de-ale corporatiei. Ei bine, surprinzator sau 
nu, shit happens, asa ca ganditi-va de doua 
ori, Dupa Gege, "alegerea unui tatuaj este 
principalul pas si cel mai greu, un tatuaj 
reprezinta o stare de spirit, un moment din 
viata dc care te simti legal putemic". Primul 
lui tatuaj reprezinta doua initiate, pentru 
"fratii de cruce, nebunii din anii '80”. 

Apucandu-se de tatuat in 1980 cand avea 14 
ani, o varsta pe care i se pare acum incredi- 
bil s-o fi avut vreodata [adevarul e ca nici 
mie nu-mi vine sa cred, mai ales dupa astep- 
tarile initiale, de a da peste un pusti de 
maxim 27-28 de ani], probabil ca Gege 
Gcgc e aproape dc-o varsta cu ”fcnomenul” 
roman esc. 

10 ani, pana dupa caderea comunismului, a lucrat cu ”ace de cusut infasurate cu ata si multa, multa havana rum”: nu a fost o 
perioada propice acestei manifestari, din motive evidente, prejudecata era impusa de regimul comunist. A doua etapa, post co- 
munista, ne-a permis tuturor sa ne exprimam mai mult in acest sens.” Crede ca si dupa '89, evolutia a fost destul de Jenta, ca 
si trecerea de la o epoca la alta, iar caiitatea tatuajelor lasa si ea de dorit. 
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Acum, se pare ca lucrurile tind sa se imbunatateasca, iar prejudecatile, sa se diminueze. Ca o observatie personala, as zice ca 
sper sa traiesc suficient incat sa prind ziua cand un roman sau o romanca sa poata avea tatuaje in locuri vizibile si-n acelasi 
timp o slujba pe un post din care are cat de cat contact cu alti oameni. Am uitat sa precizez: in Romania. 

Ba mai mult, s-a format si o adevarata comunitate, un fel de subcultura care uneste personaje din diferite alte subculturi, ce au 
in comun faptul ca sunt innebuniti dupa tatuaje, spune el. Ce-i drept, "mai avem mult de munca si ma refer atat la cei din 
aceasta breasla, cat si la "fanii" tatuajelor. Obiectivele principale sunt calitatea, responsabilitatea si obligatia morala fata de 
aceasta arta, de a fi exprimata intr-un mod cat mai reprezentativ." Ii place sa "bata" tatuaje celtice si biomecanice. Nu-1 sperie 
modeiele foarte grele, nici macar din punctul de vedere al volumului de munca. Nu e genul care sa se blazeze si are la activ 
niste biomecanice despre care pot sa spun cu mana pe inima ca m-ar ingrozi pana si desenarea lor pe hartie. Cel mai aproape 
ii sunt insa tatuajele inspirate din istoria si traditia romanilor. Cel mai drag ii este cel facut fiicei lui mai mari, "harta Romaniei, 
tricolora, un tatuaj executat pe o persoana care nu mai locuieste in Romania de la varsta de 6 ani si asta a fost primul lucru pe 
care 1-a facut cand a venit in vizita aici, dupa 17 ani". 


Gege face desigur si pierceing-uri, asa ca salonul lui e un paradis de 
punkisti al carui prag va invitam cu caldura sa-1 treceti, nu inainte de 
a va asigura ca: 1) vreti de-adevaratelea respectivul piercing/tatuaj si 
ca sunteti pregatiti sa-1 purtati, in cazul celui din urma, toata viata 
[cica nu e cazul deocamdata sa ne amagim prea mult ca "iese imediat 
cu laser", cum am auzit-o deunazi pe Oana Zavoranu ca se mintea 
frumos]; 2) sunteti in stare sa aveti si voi grija de "lucrare", sa n-o 
dati prin praf, sa ascultati sfatul "doctorului" si sa o treceti cu bine de 
saptamana/saptamanile critice; 3) nu sunteti in stare de ebrietate sau 
cu prea multe bairame la activ in zilele precedente.
